AFFAIRS IN UTAH,

The Reported Split Among the Mor-
mons—The Wruth of the AfMalr—New
Gold Flelds,

Grear SaLr Lage Ciry, July 18,—A week or
two back pnrugruphs were go the rouuds of
the press, East and Weat, to the effect that a
split among the Mormons in Utah had occurred
or was imminent, and that Brigham Young had
gevered from the Mormon Chirch three of the
Twelve Apostles—Orson Pratt, Orson Hyde, and
Amasa Lyman. These parneraphs gréw ont of
statements made by the Union Vedetle, the
*(ientile” newspaper of this oity. I(n this io-
stance it 1s to be apprehended that the Vedeite,
in s eageruess 10 make a point againse
the Mormons, rather strotched the tacts,
or et lesst made them a8 sensatioual as
poesible. 1 have heard nothing to lead me to
suppose that either Orson Hyde or Orson Pratt
i= ot o “full fellowship” with Brighum and
the Mormon Church. There is some reuson to
tbink that Amasa Lyman s not held in such
esteem, All the sbove three gentlemen are
thinking men, and each entertains, or hus enter-
tained, ductrines which Brignam contends are
hereuical, Amasa, as he is tamihacly called
here, does not believe in the atonement of
Jesus Ohrist, which Brigbam asserts is 4 funda-
mental principle of Mormanlsm. Amass slso
ieaches this doctrine two others, and has done
50 up to & late aate, aslthough a recantation of
his views In that particular, with his name at
the 1oot of the document, was published a few
months ago in the Deserel News. Henoe 1t
appears that Brigham towks Amasa should be
tied np & little, and the people warned not to
Tve heed to his doctrine, all which has been

one.

Orson Pratt and Orson Hyde, 80 far as 1 have
heard, do not now tesch doctrines obnoxions Lo
Brigham and the Mormon Church at large. Cone
sequently, I see no renson to concinde that any
Chuorch action has been 1aken against them by
Brigham, nor have I heard that such has been
the case ol late. y

I have not heard anything of any split In the
Mormen Church in conseqlience of the non-
orthodox doctrines of tne three geutlemen
numed. It 13 possible that some of the Mormons
believe in those dootrines, but if so the number
is comparatively few, as there 18 no stir what.
ever goncerning the matter, I do pot think that
either of the three would have any great influ-
ence as a religious lesder in opposition to Brig-
ham Young, even were such opposition contem-
plated, or an actual fact,

There has been considerable excitement of
late in this city and in most of the Termtory
over the late discovery of [gold dlﬁqinga Lwo
hundred miles orso enst of this place. The
locality of the new mines is & few miies north-
east of the old overland route through the South
Pass, consequently 18 on the Atlantic slope,
The prospects are reputedly rich. [t hus been
stated that fifteen hundred people have goue
irom these valleys to the new Kl Dorado, but
that is probably sn exaegeration, though man
perion: certainly huve vone, aod some ric
specimens of quartz have been broueht in, Toe

ontana mining laws have been adopted in tue
new ﬁolu fields, which laws, It was wont to be
famitlarly stated, recognized claims extending
“{rom summit to summit,” Hence the claims
at Strawberry, the name given the new dieggings,
are of liberal extent,

The chief reason why 80 many people rushed
from this Territory fo these mines was that it
was rumored that Brighsm had advised soch a
moyvement, being oontmr{ to the advice given
bly him in all previous gold digging excitements,
However, last Sunday he poblicly declared that
he had not done anything of the kind, nor had
he sent anybody to make clalma for himself, as
was reported. Hestuck 10 bhis own old doctrine
—that those men who swaid at home and raised

rain and bullt houses would be able to buy out
those who went to hunt gold. He had only ad-
vised one man Lo go, and he had been prospect.
ing unsucceessiully for a long time, and now
thought he bhad gol the big thng at last,

However valuable the new felds may prove
for gold ?rodumng. there is one thiug certain,
that logslity is anything but loviting as a place
of residence. It s blessed with nooe but cold
nights, with a very short summer, with a lone
winler of extreme cold and heavy snows, Few
people would like to make their home at the
south Pass, though on Green river, 60 miles or
80 west, farms have been made, and grain and
petatoes ruised, But stitl, the number of people
who would think of the atiruotionsof a home on
the ridge dividing the waters of the two slopes
could not be greas—N. ¥, Times,

THE SURRATT TRIAL.

NO VERDICT YH'T

Wasnisarow, August 9,—At 1080 o'clock this
moming the Surratt jury had not reported.
They have now been out foriy-seven hours.
Judge Fisher bins not yet appeared, It is now
fifty-nine days, including Bundays, since the
first juror, Mr. Todd, was sworn. During the
progress of the trial two hundred and clghty-
two witnesses in all were examined. The prose-
cution first examined seventy-four witnesses In
chief; thea pinety-two witnesses were examined
by the defense; then the prosecution followed
in the rebuttal, and after cxamining seventy-
three witnesses, none others appearing, the de-
fonse was allowed to exnmine thirteen witnesses
sur rebultal, principally in relation to witnesses
whose charnoter had boen assallad,

The prosecution, resuming, examined twenty-
slx witnesses in rebuttal, and testimony closed
with the examination ot four witnedses In sur
rebuttal, The per diem of the jurors to this
time amounts to $13-80. The jurors are allowed
$2 per day. Four of them were sworn fifty-nine
days ago, and the others two days sfterwards,
The Government is also responsible for the
hotal bill for the jury, but it has noi yet been
rendered, and its amountis not known. The
strictly legal foes to wilnesses will amount to
$20,000, The bill for earrlege-hire amonnis to
$730. Besldesthis, it is smd that the prosecu-
tion bad & reserve fund to draw from, and most
of it has already been exponded, Tbhe crowd in
atlendanee is not so great this morning as it
has been on previous occasions, and includes no
femanles,

At this hour the rumors and conjectures are
various, but none reliable. Indeed, the jury has
been so carafully guarded that it has been bm-
possible to spproach the door of the room near
enough to overhoar their deliberations or con-
varsations,

AL a quarter to 13 o'clock it was reported that
n ballif in attendance uvon the jury had been
sent for Judge Fisher, as the jury had some mes-
suge to communiente to him, The jury has now
been put over forty-eight hours. The orowd is
agatn collecting In the court room, and filling
it up as upon the trial days,

The prisoner was visited at the jail thas mom -
ing by his brother, Mr. Isane Surratt, He s
hopeful and in good spirits, He has not beea
brought from the juil since Wednesday, shen
the case was given to the jury,

The Indian War.
